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Our  mother  tongue  has  changed  a  great  deal  since  feudal  days,  so  the  English  department 
now  offers  a  variety  of  courses  ranging  from  a  study  of  Chaucer  to  the  most  advanced  modern 
grammar. 
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Students  of  science  in  Medieval  days  spent  most  of  their  time  studying  the  heavens.  Although 
we  still  study  some  Astronomy  in  Eastern  High  School,  courses  in  biology,  physiology,  chemistry, 
and  physics  are  considered  more  important. 
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Social  Science  is  one  of  the  major  branches  of  the  Academic  course.    U.  S.  History  and  Ameri- 
can Government  are  required,  and,  in  addition,  the  students  are  offered  courses  in  World  History, 

Economics,  and  Problems  of  Democracy. 
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Many  of  the  books  of  the 
Medieval  period  were  hand-written 
in  Latin  by  the  monks,  but  only  the 
highly  educated  were  able  to  read 
them.  Now,  in  addition  to  Latin, 
two  years  each  of  Spanish  and 
French  may  be  studied. 
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Two  years  of  algebra,  three  semesters  of  geometry,  and  one  semester  of  trigonometry  are  offered 
to  mathematics  students.    This  year  a  new  course.  Aviation,  has  also  been  presented. 
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In  Eastern's  Commercial  Department,  courses  in  typing,  stenography,  bookkeeping,  office 
practice,  commercial  advertising,  business  organization,   retail   sales,   and   merchandise   are   taught. 

In  feudal  times,  studying  commerce  in  a  school  would  have  been  unbelievable,  but  now  it  is 
a  very  popular  course  in  the  high  school  curriculum. 
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In  our  annual  magazine  campaign,  ten  students  sold  $100  worth  of  magazines,  thus 
becoming  members  of  the  $100  Club.  They  are  seated,  from  left  to  right:  F.  Shinberg, 
J.  Phillips,  M.  Ness,  M.  Foote,  P.  Manz ;  standing:  C.  Stephenson,  R.  Rostorfer,  D.  Bower- 
man,  S.  Cushman,  J.  Sump.  Of  this  group,  P.  Manz,  F.  Shinberg,  and  D.  Bowerman  were 
in  the  $100  Club  last  year  also. 

A  total  of  $10,700  in  sales  was  turned  in,  with  Dick  Bowerman,  the  high  salesman, 
bringing  in  a  total  of  $202.  Net  profit  to  the  school,  after  all  expenses  were  met,  was 
$2,762. 

The  five  top  home  rooms  were:  Miss  Manchester,  281;  Mr.  Brisbin,  375;  Miss  Budde, 
268;  Miss  Smith,  241;  Miss  Toogood,  367. 

Mr.  Joe  Shields,  representative  of  the  Crowell-Collier  Publishing  Company,  supervised 
the  campaign.  He  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Ralph  Peterman,  head  of  the  Commercial  depart- 
ment, and  Miss  Helen  Walter,  who  handled  the  typing  and  secretarial  work. 

The  top  fifteen  girls  and  fifteen  boys,  who  received  individual  prizes,  were  also  awarded 
a  cooperative  prize  in  the  form  of  a  trip  to  Detroit  to  see  the  Sonja  Henie  Ice  Revue  from 
the  best  seats  in  Olympia  Stadium.  Among  the  huge  collection  of  prizes  were  two  bicycles, 
assorted  luggage,  handbags,  radios,  skis,  two  tickets  to  the  opening  baseball  game  in 
Detroit,  and  many  other  articles. 

Some  of  the  objectives  for  which  this  magazine  money  will  be  used  include  the  P. A. 
system,  which  will  be  used  at  the  wrestling  and  swimming  meets,  boys'  and  girls'  band 
uniforms,  and  an  intercommunications  system.  A  good-will  box  has  also  been  sent  to  the 
faculty  of  the  school  in  England  where   Miss  Lacy  formerly  taught. 
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What  a  far  cry  the  slick  car  of  today  is  from  the  clumsy  vehicle  of  yesteryear!  True,  the 
people  of  that  day  never  had  to  learn  how  to  change  a  flat  tire  or  fix  a  jumpy  motor,  but  how 
much  better  it  is  to  have  to  learn  these  things  and,  in  turn,  receive  a  ride  in  comfort. 

Under  the  management  of  Mr.  Spitler,  the  boys  in  automotives  learn  to  fix  a  car  like  experts. 
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Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Eldred,  the  students  in  printing  learn  to  do  in  a  few  hours  what 
it  took  the  monks  of  long  ago  many  years  to  accomplish. 
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Woodcraft  was  one  of  the  main  entertainmen  ts  provided  the  common  man  in  feudal  times.  Then 
he  would  sit  for  hours  before  the  fire  working  on  one  small  article.  Now  our  students  are  learn- 
ing to  turn  out  complicated  pieces  by  hand  and  machine  in  a  matter  of  minutes. 

Mr.  Flory  is  the  capable  instructor  in  this  subject. 
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Drafting,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Clark,  is  very  popular  vi^ith  budding  architects.  The 
boys  pictured  above  are  learning  the  fundamentals  of  building  that  will  enable  us  to  live  better 
in  the  future. 
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With  the  capable  assistance  of  Miss  Richards,  who  also  supervises  the  Lantern  art  work,  stu- 
dents in  her  classes  enjoy  drawing,  painting,  commercial  art,  handicrafts,  and  design.  The  many 
artistic  results  are  displayed  in  the  third  floor  foyer. 
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Balancing  the  menu,  the  study  of  nutrition,  and  the  "know-how"  of  preparing  and  serving  tasty 
dishes  are  mastered  by  the  students  of  Miss  Manchester's  food  classes.  Besides  accomplishing  the 
feat  of  serving  meals,  our  gourmets  are  instructed  in  table  etiquette  and  feeding  the  sick.

Three  semesters  of  Clothing  are  offered  by  tha  Home  Economics  Department  to  the  girls 
interested  in  learning  to  make  their  own  wardrobes.  Under  the  instruction  of  Mrs.  Kirby,  first 
semester  students  work  with  wool  and  cottons.  Second  semester  includes  rayon,  and  the  third 
deals  with  tailored  wools  and  formals.  Throughout  the  course,  care  of  clothing  is  always  emphasized. 
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Preparation  for  the  art  of  managing  a  home  is  given  by  Mrs.  Hollinger  to  the  girls  of  the  Home 
Management  classes.  Child  care,  budgeting,  decorating,  horns  nursing,  and  planning  of  meals  and 
menus  are  studied.  Upon  completing  the  six-weeks  home-nursing  course,  students  receive  Red  Cross 
certificates.    Besides  their  regular  subjects,  the  girls  also  care  for  the  four-room  school  apartment.

Eastern  High  School  points  v/ith  pride  to  the  achievements  of  the 
Varsity  Debate  Squad.  During  the  last  seven  years,  they  have  compiled 
the  following  remarkable  record : 

1943 — Howard  Cole  and  William  Hanley  won  the  Michigan  State  College 
Debate  League  Championship.  This  was  the  first  year  that  any 
Lansing  school  had  participated  in  this  contest. 

1944 — Dale  Redburn  and  Don  Hathaway  advanced  to  the  semi-finals  in 
the  state  contest. 

1945 — Marjorie  Harrod  and  Richard  Clausen  won  the  state  championship. 

1946 — Lulamae  Gibbs  and  Russell  Lambert  reached  the  quarter-finals 
before  being  defeated. 

1947 — Joan  Willson  and  George  Milroy  took  part  in  the  finals  of  the 
state  championship  debate. 

1948 — Once  more  Eastern  is  taking  part  in  the  final  debate  championship 
with  Don  Jolliff  and  James  Starr  representing  their  school. 

Under  Mr.  Harris'  guidance.  Eastern  has  become  the  only  Michigan 
high  school  to  win  seven  successive  state  elimination  tournaments.  Only 
one  other  Michigan  school,  Flint  Central,  has  taken  part  in  the  state  cham- 
pionship debate  for  two  years  in  succession. 
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RETAILING  AND  OFFICE  CLUB 


The  club  is  a  new  organization,  but  it  is  one  of  the  largest  in  Eastern,  for  there  are  many 
students  taking  the  retailing  and  office  practice  course  and,  thus,  automatically  have  becoms  mem- 
bers of  this  club.  Mrs.  Mattson,  coordinator  in  retailing,  and  Mr.  Manz,  coordinator  in  office  prac- 
tice, are  the  sponsors  of  this  group. 

The  Retailing  and  Office  Club  has  grown  out  of  a  real  need,  for  the  students  electing  this 
particular  phase  of  commercial  work  learn  the  theory  of  business  during  morning  classes  and  apply 
it  on  a  related  job  during;  the  afternoon.  Consequently,  these  people  have  had  little  opportunity 
for  social  activity  in  school,  so  the  organization  came  into  being.  Since  there  was  exact'y  the  same 
situation  in  other  towns,  many  retailing  clubs  have  been  founded.  These  separate  clubs  federated 
on  a  state-wide  basis  in  the  spring  of  1947.  Each  local  president  and  secretary  attended  a  meeting 
in  Grand  Rapids  at  which  time  club  activities  were  organized  and  a  name  chosen.  Last  November 
these  delegates  met  in  Lansing  and  completed   the  constitution  of  the  club.

Great  responsibility  is  also  being 
placed  on  Bruce  Munger,  Jack  Sellers,  Ken  Engleter,  and  Dick  Boline,  all  veterans  who 
will   add   strength,   ability,  and   experience  to  the  Quaker  nine.
